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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 1-2 are objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase 
"supporting part is integrated into the padded sear or is formed as a separate attachable 
supplemental part" is unclear and confusing. When the applicant uses the term or u 
claim language it puts the claim in alternative form. It is as if the applicant is unsure of 
his invention. The applicant needs to claim or define the invention. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

2. Claim 4 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim 3. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim 4 has not 
been further treated on the merits. 

3. Claim 3 is objected to because of the following informalities: the phrase "front 
backwards" is unclear and confusing. It appears to have some words missing. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kane (5,845,967). Kane discloses the use of a vehicle seat (10) 
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comprising a padded backrest (20), a padded seat (24) characterized by a raised 
portion situated at the edge of the seat surface in form of a supporting part to avoid the 
outside rotation of the thigh of driver while driving, wherein the supporting part 
comprises a shape tapering (figure 1) from the front towards the back and is formed 
adjustably in its outer dimensions, and wherein the supporting part is integrated into the 
padded seat. In regards to claim 2, the supporting part is integrated in the padded seat. 
In regards to claim 3, the supporting part has a shape tapering from the front towards 
the back.
